Dangerous For a Time—Not Equip- 


ped 
With 
Wireless 
Apparatus— 


Rockets and Whistles Utilized 


Hull, Mass., Feb. 24.—Extricating 


herself from 
the 
sandy 
shore of 


Georges' Island, in Boston harbor, 
only to run upon the more dangerous 
rocks of Centurion ledge, the White 
Star liner Cretlc, Naples for Boston, 
was in a positon early today that 
might easily prove disastrous. 


Loaded well down with freight and 


1195 persons, the great steamer lay 
amidships upon the ledge, 
and al- 


though she ran up previous to high 
tide, It was believed that the five tugs 
which had been sent to her assist- 
ance would prove inadequate to draw 
•her off. 


The steamer's difficulties appeared 


to be the result of trouble with her 
steering apparatus, and the .general 
ojrinJon among observers on shore 
was that she had lost her- rudder. 
The life saving crewa from, the Stony 
Point and Point Allerton stations went 
tb her assistance at the appearance 
of. the first danger signals, several 
hours before midnight. 


The Cretic was steaming up the 


harbor shortly after 10 o'clock last 
night, apparently looking for an an- 
chorage, when her steering gear sud- 
4enly became disabled and three suc- 
cessive rockets signalled to the life 
savers that the great steamer was 
ashore. At that time the Cretic had 
run up on the shores of Georges' Is- 
land and it was not a very difficult 
matter for the steamer to muster her 
great engines and draw off from the 
land. 
-:.;Without the help of the steering 
gear, however, she was helpless, and 
in trying to back out from Georges' 
island the Cretic ran up on the far 
'imore treacherous rocks of Centurlan 
Jedge, about one-half mile east of the 
Island. 
Before the tugs had attempt- 


ed to pull her oft she had run up on 
the rocks nearly to amidships, and 
with the •wind blowing a gale her posi- 
tion -was an exceedingly 
dangerous 


one. 


The officials at Fort Warren, lo- 


cated on Georges' Island, caused the 
great searchlights of the fort to be 
turned on the steamer so that the 
life savers might be guided In their 
work. 
The Cretic was drawn off this morn- 
ing by five tugs which went to her as- 
' slstance. She headed for quarantine. 
"Whether the steamer sustained any 
damage is unknown. 
."Red rockets flarlug in the darkness 
aid shrieka of big siren whistles were 
tie first notification 
that 
marine 


observers had of the 
danger 
that 


threatened the vessel. 
iThe Cretic, unlike the Republic, is 
not equipped with wireless, and the 
first call for assistance that reached 
this point came from Fort Warren a 
few minutes after the rockets had 
been observed. 


-"The Stony Beach life saving crew 


got out their big surf boat, and with a 
crow of five men, Captain Sparrow In 
charge, was soon heading in the di- 
rection of the helpless 
steamer to 


render assistance. 


Boston was called up and the steam- 


ship officials notified of her positign. 
While tugs were hurrying down Bos- 
ton harbor, and the life savers were 
making 
strenuous 
efforts 
to 
get 


alongside, it could be seen from shore 
that an, effort was being made on 
board to get the vessel off. 


The Cretic was due in Boston yes- 


te'rday but had apparently encountered 
much bad weather on her trip across, 
arid it was after dark when she passed 
In :by Point Allerton. 
The wind at 


that time was blowing from 
the 


southeast, but was far from being 
regarded as dangerous to navigation. 
A drizzling rain fell and the night was 
very dark, but no person on shore 
here, who observed the progress o: 
the big vessel, had any idea that 
sue would soon call assistance.

defendant can legally claim Is a fair, 
honest and intelligent jury to try hly 
case. Willcerson contended there was 
no statute to compel the jury com- 
mission to take geography or occu 
pntlon into consideration.

thing unfair," answered the court. 
"We ought to start fair,and keep fair. 
I thlnli this panel ought to be sot 
aside.

Attitude of the Bohemians and Poles 


in American Politics. 


American politics are for the most 


^art quite as much a matter of purely 
local interest as Polish or Croatian 
politics could possibly be. Since thi: 
days of the anti.slavery movement, 
which enlisted the generous sympa- 
thies of the old generation, of liberal 
immigrants, our politics have involv- 
ed few questions o£ general Interest 
apart from some of our present so- 
cial economic issues. 
The educated 


ICuropean remains on the outside of 
American life quite as muca because 
it is provincial as because he is. Con- 
sequently, unless he is made over 
into a complete American, the for- 
eigner is likely to take part in our 
politics only as a matter of business, 
which is to say corruptly. 
Among 


the simple minded yet shrewd fellows 
at the bottom this is often quite 
naively and innocently the case- 
A 


librarian who is a good friend of the 
various nationalities who work in her 
town asked the Poles who were com- 
ing in and out of the library on one 
election day what they were Toting 
for. 
They replied cheerfully, pleas- 


ed that she took an interest in their 
;nTairs and that they had so good a 
market I0 report, "For ?2." 
The 


whole situation is one which natur- 
ally lends itself 
to 
logrolling and 


political trading. 
When there are 


groups of men with their full numer- 
ical share of political power with nn 
ii^se to which they want to put it 
and full of clannish feeling it is very 
easy for a leader of their own kind 
to "vote"' them as a unit. If he is bid 
for by the offer of some petty office 
it gratifies not only him but his whole 
group who feel themselves vicariously 
honored in his person. 


While the conviction that Ameri- 


can politics are corrupt draws in 
some men it keeps others out. As a 
Slavic minister said to me: 
My peo- 


pie are not interested in politics they 
say Tins ist mehr Geldsache.' " 


As to political affiliations both par- 


ties count Slavs as members. 
In the 


antebellum days the slavery 
issue 


tended to draw Bohemians and toles 
both of whom supplied gallant sol- 
diers to the Union, into the Republi- 
can ranks. It is interesting to find 
that the Poles voted for Grant in 
1S72, the first election in which they 
v;ere notably interested, not only be- 
cause of his war record out because 
he recognized the French republic ! 
curing the Prussian war, while his' | 
opponent, Greeley, was supposed to 
have favored Austria in Italy and Ger- 
many in Alsace-Lorraine. 
Another 


reason for Republicanism has been 
the simple and intelligible one that 
the Irish were Democrats. 
On the 


other hand, in Chicago both Bohem- 
ians and Poles are said to be "nor- 
mally Democrats," and the explana- 
tion in the case of the Bohemians 
is that Republicanism meant the afl- 
< 


ministration and that Bohemians were | 
readily led by then- past experience | 
to join the opposition. How far Slavs I 
in this country are naturalized it is ! 
impossible to say, the census figures j 
oa the subject being unusable in this 
case. In Hadley, Mass., where forty- 
seven Poles own property and 
123 


more pay a poll tax, only two are 
naturalized, and I judged that the 
Americans were far from desiring to 
have more become voters. The policy 
o' the more enlightened Slavic lead- 
ers, 
on the contrary, is to urge citi- 


zenship, and one at least of the na- 
tional societies requires H. 


la many places their vote is an Im- 


portant consideration. In the Illinois 
Slate campaign in 1906 both Republi- 
cans and Democrats nominated a Pole 
for the office of State Treasurer. One 
of these nominees had already serv- 
"d in Chicago as Alderman and aa 
Cir.y attorney.
